the American land forces. 


Since the news was received here of 


the destruction of Admiral Cervera'a 
fleet at Santiago and of the return nf 
Admiral Camara's ships to Spain the 
present time has been considered beat 
for a movement on Manila to compel 
Its' surrender. Conferences have been 
held by Admiral Dewey with Gens. An- 
derson and Greene, and a plan hua 
been outlined for the capture and oc- 
cupation of the city, which has the 
approval of those commanders. Hecer.t 
visits of tho British consul to the ling- 
ship Olympla indicate that a final de- 
mand for tho surrender of the Spanish 
garrison is contemplated, the British 
consult acting as mediator between 
tho Americans and tho Spanish author- 
ities. Most of the troops now In camp 
at Cavlto will be advanced nt once to 
the front to take part in tho Important 
•work In hand.
